Lusol is im pure benzeue from coal 
tar. 
It»is used in various lamps d e­ 
vised 
by Louis 
Deuayrouze— these 
lamps being 
now 
under 
trial in 
France,—and is claim ed to be the 
cheapest illum inant known, the light 
costing only one-flfth as mnch as the 
same am ount from kerosene and one- 
tenth of that from electricity. 
With 
care in filling the lamps, the m aterial 
proves to be quite sate. 
The lamps 
are specially desigued to retain the 
thin volatile liquid, and have a cotton 
wick 
leading the 
lusol from the 
reservoir to the vaporizing chamber, 
from which the vapor escapes through 
a fine hole under the iucaudescent 
mantle. 
Large street lamps require 
a sim ple mechanism for giving air 
pressure to aid the capillarity of the 
wick in forcing the lusol upward. 
The disadvantages of the lamps are 
the necessity of filling, and the tim e 
required to generate a little vapor 
before lighting. 
Exposing many oil and water colors 
in his studio window for six years, 
G. liakeuhas, a German painter, has 
found the following to be unaffected 
by light: Kretns white, zinc white, 
Naples yellow, cadmium yellow, lig h t 
ocher, Roman ocher, gold ocher, burnt 
light ocher, terra pozzuoli,

The 
Leslie-W aiker 
fire detector, 
which has lately given warnings of 
ilritish fires, is a novel and ingenious 
device for giviug instantaneous alarms 
It is attached to the ceiling, aud 
consists of 
a thin walled tube or 
reservoir of m ercuiy in horizontal 
position, connected by a capillary 
tube to au upright branch reservoir 
at one end, and at the other end jo in ­ 
ed to a small upright em pty tube, 
having three platinum contacts con­ 
nected with 
electric-beil 
circuits. 
O rdinary slow changes ot tem perature 
—whether of the seasons or artificial 
heating and lighting—cause the ex­ 
panding m eicury to flow through the 
capillary tube aud iise in the branch 
reservoir, loaving the contacts uu- 
altected because the m ercury does not 
readily enter an empty tube. 
With 
quick rise iu tem perature, however, 
the capiilray bore offers such resist­ 
ance that the mercury is forced back 
into the contact tube. 
A slight blaze 
sends the mercury to the first contact, 
giving one alarm , but if the flames 
are 
not speedily 
extinguished 
a 
further rise sounds the danger alarm 
as the second contact is reached. 
The lighting ot a newspaper 
in a 
room 45 feet square by 45 feet high 
was signaled in 15 seconds. 
The number of facets iu the eyes 
of insects is the little known subject, 
that has been taken up by a German 
entomologist. 
lie 
has 
patiently 
made counts in 150 species of beetles 
and finds that the number is more 
numerous in laige specimens, 
but 
that there is usually little difference 
iu the sexes. 
In some cases, how­ 
ever, the male has many more than 
the female, 
lu Lam pyris splendidula 
the male’s eye has 2500 facets aud the 
female’s only 300; and the male eye 
of M eiolontba vulgaris has 5300 while 
the female reauhs 4850. 
The pneum atic locomotives of large 
Uermau mines have an ail tank in 
place of the boiler iu steam loco­ 
motives. 
The air is stored at a pres­ 
sure of 700 to 1000 pounds per square 
inch, and its expansion gives a safe 
reliable and cheap power. 
The creation of life by artificial 
means is no new dream, aud no man 
can say it is impossible, but to most 
scientific men the achievement seems 
still far away. 
Among those whose 
phenomena have been stiongly sug­ 
gestive of life is Prof. Leduc, of 
Nantes. 
In his 
late 
experim ents 
botoie the Paris Society ot Surgeons, 
he used a tube containing gelatine, 
aud a small quantity of cyanide of 
iron, potassium aud salt, and in this 
be placed some grains composed of 
sulphate of copper and sugar globules 
less than one-twenty-fifth of an inch 
iu diam eter. 
Germ ination im m edi­ 
ately began in these graiDS. 
Some 
pushed 
forth tiDy 
branches 
with 
leaves like those ot the water lily, 
others 
formed 
blades 
resembling 
wheat, 
and still 
others took the 
shape ot seaweed. 
The experim enter 
affirmed that

plants lacked 
only the power of reproducing their 
kind. 
The cereal rubber of Wm. T hrellfall 
Carr, an English 
inventor, was sug­ 
gested by the observation—fam iliar to 
couDtry boys—that the chewing of 
wheat

gummy mass. 
Experim ent showed 
that the ptyalin of the saliva acts a 


I ts S eed H o ld e rs A re la ffK e iftire o f 
L a c e P u rs e s . 
In the brooks of autumn in certain 
places many littie laceliko bags may 
be seen drifting along with the cur­ 
rent or stranded by the shore. They 
are the inner coats or bodies of the 
wild balsam apples (Echinoeystis loba- 
ta) which have dropped from the vines 
overhanging the stream and now float 
lightly away with their large seeds. 
The green prickly bag of the bulsam 
apple Itself began to form In late sum­ 
mer, and by autumn it has withered 
and faded to a pale straw color. We 
may see the trailing vines with their 
shrunken pods decorating the brook- 
side bushes far into the winter. The 
outer coat of the pod gradually rots 
away, and the inner bag or seed car­ 
rier Is now released aud exposed as a 
delicate, 
webby 
network 
of tough 
fibers. A thin skin or membrane fills 
up the space between these meshes, 
but that also falls away through the 
action of w ater and the winter storms 
until only the ball-like tissue of the 
“purse” is left. These little purses, be­ 
ing extremely light and buoyant, float 
far and wide over the submerged 
swamp lauds In late autumn, carry­ 
ing the seeds with them and so plant­ 
ing the vine iu new situations. If, how­ 
ever, we take these seeds home with 
us and plant them there, Mother Earth 
will suitably reward us in the follow­ 
ing year with vines of our own. They 
will spring up and spread rapidly until 
all the stone walls and garden fences 
are decorated with the tracery of their 
stems aud star shaped leaves. — St. 
Nicholas.

Little ulcers that appear in the 
mouth from time to time are exceed­ 
ingly annoying and painful. 
An old 
fashioned household remedy is alum, 
the powder or crystals being applied to 
the yellow center. But this Is a bitter, 
nasty dose. A physician has preserlb 
ed the use of a saturated solution of 
potassium chlorate, applied every two 
hours. 
“Saturated solution” means as 
much potassium chlorate as can be dis­ 
solved in a certain amount of water.

P a r lia m e n t. 
The name “parliament” is derived 
from the French word “parler,” to 
speak.

The earliest mention of the 
word “parliament” in the English stat­ 
utes is iu the preamble to the statute 
of W estminster in 1272. For the origin 
Of the institution itself we must go 
back to Anglo-Saxon times, when it 
flourished as the witenagemot. In the 
reign of Henry III. parliament was 
formally separated into the two houses 
of lords and commons, and the delibera­ 
tions were conducted in separate cham­ 
bers.

Myrrh, which was fabulously sup­ 
posed to be the tears of Myrrha, who 
was turned into a shrub, was a plant 
of handsome appearance, with spread 
Ing, fernlike foliage and large umbels 
of white flowers. It was found princi­ 
pally in Arabia and Abyssinia. 
In 
early times the perfume distilled from 
It was greatly In requisition for em­ 
balming. 
Herodotus gives a detailed account 
of the ancient mode of embalming, 
which Is perhaps more instructive than 
pleasing. 
After the body had under 
gone much preparation, which, to spare 
your feelings, will not be described, It 
was filled with powdered myrrh, cassia 
and other perfumes. It was then steep­ 
ed in natron, a strong solution of soda, 
for seventy days. 
After this it was 
wrapped in bands of fine perfumed 
linen, smeared with aromatic gums. 
Not only people were thus embalm­ 
ed, but the crocodiles of Lake Moerls, 
which, after their mummification, were 
decorated with ornaments and jewels 
aud laid In one of the subterranean 
passages of the great labyrinth with 
much pomp and display. 
The sacred 
cat, Ichneumon and other cherished an 
finals devoutly worshiped by the Egyp 
tians were embalmed with scrupulous 
and fanatical care. On days special to 
the memory of the dead the mummies 
were newly sprinkled with perfume, 
incense was offered before them and 
their heads anointed with fresh oil—in 
the same spirit as we lay new blooms 
upon the graves of our dead.

A G e n iu s W h o S h o w e d D iffic u lty In 
Im p a rtin g ; H is K n o w le d g e . 
W histler was certainly a genius, but 
he showed some difficulty iu imparting 
his knowledge. His criticisms were of­ 
ten foggy and uncertain, and lie hard­ 
ly ever found words in which to ex­ 
press himself. 
It was almost an im­ 
possibility to develop without becom­ 
ing a slave and copying him in every 
way. W ith a majority of the students 
this was a dangerous method. 
If one 
came with a spark of originality it was 
extinguished immediately by the dom­ 
inating personality of the master. 
He 
could see art only from his own stand­ 
point, and he insisted on all of us using 
the same palette and the same brushes 
as himself and on our seeing all ob­ 
jects with his eyes. 
The result to an 
ordinary outsider was ridiculously mo­ 
notonous. 
I well remember a Frenchman who 
wanted to join the class coming to 
view some of the studies and then re­ 
marking, with an amused smile, “Vous 
avez beaueoup des petus W heestlairs!” 
This was perfectly true of the major­ 
ity, but there were a few matured men 
who hardly carried out W histler’s 
formulas as regards the palette and 
method, but who, owing to their more 
independent attitude, profited much b.v 
the criticisms.—Century.

“In Taris only one-fiftli of the voters 
go to the polls and cast their ballots,” 
said an American who has lived In 
Paris as a business man for several 
years past.

The secondary foundation of Cris- 
field, Md., is the bottom of the Chesa­ 
peake bay, nnd between the bottom of 
Crisfield and the bottom of the bay are 
oyster shells to the number of millions, 
probably hundreds of millions. On this 
great stratum of oyster shells stand 
houses, wharfs and business places. A 
railroad runs along on It, bridges cross 
Its dividing places, men walk and talk 
and do business, steamboats and sail­ 
boats—yes, hundreds of sailboats—have 
their landings alongside It; merry boat­ 
ing parties put off from the shore by 
mooulight and fish and crab and re­ 
turn in the early morn—all to this 
great bank of oyster shells sunk in the 
blue water. 
. 
Crisfield fives by oysters and crabs— 
not by eatiug them, for Crisflelders 
rarely eat either, but by catching them, 
boiling them, packing them, shipping 
them, selling them. 
He who would 
know the crab can best learn it by vis­ 
iting this wholly and solely crab town 
on the Chesapeake. Men in boats quick­ 
ly fill barrels with crabs and bring 
them ashore to the “factories.” 
Here 
they are counted, sorted, steamed, 
packed iu barrels and shipped uutll one 
wonders who can possibly eat all these 
mountains 
and 
myriads 
of 
crabs. 
There are many people in this coun­ 
try. 
A crab apiece for them all once 
a year in the season “would mean 
some crabs.” 
At least so one of the 
crab dealers put I t—Philadelphia Rec­ 
ord. 


M U S K R A T B U IL D E R S . 


T h e H o u se In th e M e ad o w a n d H o w 
It Is C o n s tru c te d . 
I have always beeu told that musk­ 
rat houses meau a severe winter. In­ 
stead of a sign of cold weather, the 
muskrat house means simply that one 
or more muskrats have chosen to live 
iu the low meadow or at the shallow 
head of the pond, where there is no 
chance to burrow underground and 
have a bedroom that cannot be flooded 
by the high tides of winter. 
These same muskrats, along the steep 
banks of a river, would tunnel Into the 
earth aud there dig a bedroom out of 
reach of the highest flool. They do not 
always sueceeed, however, as they are 
often washed out of their winter beds 
by spring freshets. 
The house iu the meadow is usually 
built over a tall, stout tussock, whose 
grassy top forms the bed. This is dorn 
ed over, making n large room big 
enough for one or for half a dozen, ac­ 
cording to the number of muskrats 
sharing the work. At least two open­ 
ings or dives lead from the bed Into 
open w ater at the foot of the tussock. 
And tbls w ater never freezes. When 
ice forms outside, the warmth of the 
m uskrats’ bodies is sufficient to keep 
the doors free, through which the 
dwellers shoot at Instant alarm, for 
these passages lead Into winding bur­ 
rows and waterways that run far out 
through the rich, rooty meadow.—Coun­ 
try Life In America.

S he D id N ot, A cco rd in g ; to H e r F a* 
th e r . M a rry n n A c to r. 
Mrs. Siddous, the actress, was horn 
iu 1755 at the Shoulder of Mutton Inn, 
Brecon, south Wales, of parents con­ 
nected with the theater, her father, 
Roger Kemble, being a strolling man­ 
ager. The child Sarah was reared in a 
theatrical atmosphere, and at ten she 
was playing Ariel. 
As she grew up she became very 
beautiful and had many admirers, 
among whom wus Henry Siddons, a 
young actor iu her father's company, 
who liad little difficulty lu wlnuiug tlie 
girl’s heart. Mr. and Mrs. Kemble had 
made up their minds that Sarah should 
not marry in the profession, lu conse­ 
quence of which they strenuously op­ 
posed the marriage, aud young Siddons 
In a tit of retaliatory humor composed 
a song detailing their opposition aud 
his trials, which brought about his 
speedy dismissal from the company. 
Sarah left the company, too, and hired 
out as Indy’s maid in W arwickshire for 
two years. 
During this time the lovers carried 
on a lively correspondence aud finally, 
gaining the reluctant consent of the 
Kembles, were married at Trinity 
church, Coventry, in 1773, when Sarah 
was eighteen. 
It is said that Mr. Kemble told her if 
she ever married an actor it would 
make him discard her forever.

Letter. 


Washington, January 4, 1907. 
Wheu congress assembled yesterday 
alter the holiday reoess, the session 
opened with a bang of big guns, 
lhe 
battle over the discharge of the negro 
battalion was resumed with all the 
energy which characterized the late 
war between Japan and Russia, the 
present contest, however, being be­ 
tween Senator Foraker and the presi­ 
dent. 
In expectation of the resum p­ 
tion of the struggle there was a very 
large crowd at the Capitol, and com­ 
paratively few oould gain adm ittance 
to the senate chamber. 
Conspioions 
among these was a large number ot 
colored people, who seem to think 
that the race question is the one in 
issue. 
And this seemed to be the 
idea of Senator Culberson, democratio 
senator from Texas, who opened the 
tight 
with 
somewhat 
impassioned 
defense 
of the 
president, 
in the 
course of which the question ot race 
was m ore.than once raised. 
Although 
the president has frequently em phati­ 
cally lectured the south for holding 
stiong opinions 
on the difference 
between races, the only defender of 
his course who has thus far appeared 
was compelled to make use ot the 
argum ent which he condemns. 
For a 
republican president to be defended 
by a dem ocrat on grounds which the 
executive 
has 
em pnaticaliy 
con- 
demed, presented an unique situation 
during an adm inistration which has 
been fru itfu l in surprises. What else 
may ocour to cause the country to sit 
up and take notice during the present 
session can not of oourse he predict­ 
ed, but that more interesting events 
will happen is quite certain. 
Senator 
Foraker has just begun his campaign, 
and as he is one ot the bravest and 
most skillful of fighters it may con­ 
fidently be expected that there will 
be many sharp encounters before it 
is determ ined whether the president 
has the right to dism iss the army at 
will without a shadow of account­ 
ability to anyone. 
If by any chance 
this light should be established, a 
very long step would be taken on the 
road to such centralization of power 
as would tend to lead to the virtual 
abolition of the supreme court and 
the law-making functions of congress. 
The question at issue is one ot such 
vital im poitance that It will over­ 
shadow all others which are likely to 
arise during the session. 
The friends 
of the president will 
undoubtedly 
endeavor to secure support for his 
action by indirect means, for it is 
doubttul if any of them will dare to 
meet the issue squarely and fight it 
out on the lines laid down by senator 
Foraker. 
The President is now iu 
the position of the Russian army in 
its last stand at Mukden, and would 
doubtless welcome another peace ot 
Portsm outh. 
An effort will be made by the dele­ 
gation to secure the passage by the 
house of the bill making, an appro­ 
priation for the Sloat monument at 
Monterey. 
A 
bill 
appropriating 
money 
for this 
purpose has ^been 
passed in tlie senate by Senator P er­ 
kins in this and two or three previous 
congresses, 
but has 
tailed in the 
house. 
The trlends of the monument 
in 
California 
are 
now 
becoming 
anxious that the government act .in 
the m atter, and appeals for action 
have reoently been made to the dele­ 
gation. 
Congressman Needham will 
take up the m atter in the bouse, and 
there is good ground for hope that 
bis vigorous methods will produce 
results. 
The other members of the 
delegatiou will ot course assist. 
The proposed breakwater at Mon­ 
terey is another work which is great­ 
ly 
desired 
and cuncerning which 
people in California have had much 
correspondence with the delegation. 
Congressman Needham has this matter 
also in hand in the bouse, ana an 
effort will 
be made to secure au 
authorization for an official exam ina­ 
tion by the war departm ent in wbiob 
an estim ate of cost can be based. 
This is all that it will be possible 
to effect at this session. 
Cungress 
would uot consider an appropriation 
for the work in the abseoce of such 
exam ination, estim ate of cost of the 
work, and recommendation by the 
chiet of engineers, and he can not 
undertake such prelim inary survey 
until authorized so to do by congress. 
This authorization, therefore, is all 
that can 
be 
expected 
this year. 
¡Should the chief engineer make ex­ 
am ination 
during 
the summer, it 
would, if he recommends the work, 
he possible at the next session to 
secure an appropriation berefor. 
United States D istrict A ttorney R. 
T. Devlin has been in this eitv for a 
week 
engaged 
with the attorney 
general in preparing 
the Japanese 
school case for the courts. 
It is evi­ 
dent that a great deal of care is.being 
exercised by the government, tor it 
is probable that 
D istrict Attorney 
Devlin will be compelled to remain 
here still another 
week. 
He has 
been very hnsily engaged in the de­ 
partm ent of justice on this m atter 


ever since his arrival, 'and will be 
still more busy during the rest ot his 
stay. 
What is being done by the 
attorney general, the district attorney 
is, of course, not at liberty to state, 
and it is therefore not known the 
exaot phase 
the case will assume 
when taken before the courts. 
That 
intense interest in the m atter is taken 
not only in California but through­ 
out the entire Pacific coast is very 
evident here, and it is probable that 
the adm inistration realizes that il 
struck a false note in regard to the 
relation between the Japanese and 
American citizens. 
If the 
president 
had read the 
B ulletin of the Bureau of Labor, 
published last 
September, on the 
Japanese in Hawaii, it is very pro­ 
bable that he would have hesitated 
to suggest the naturalization of these 
Asiatics. 
Hawaii has the Japanese 
problem to dispose of, and appear­ 
ances seem to show that it m ust be 
disposed of soon. 
Here, as 
would 
later be the oase in California and 
the Pacific coast states, the industrial 
proposition is by Du means the sole 
one or the most, 
im portant. 
The 
political feature of 
Japanese im ­ 
m igration is fast coming to the front 
in Hawaii 
as it 
would 
wherever 
Japanese are in large numbers, parti­ 
cularly should they be granted the 
privilege of naturalization, 
lu the 
report referred to it is pointed ont 
that in Hawaii the native-born Japan­ 
ese are probably 
increasing 
more 
rapidly than any other nationality, 
and the power and influence of |th e 
Asiatic population is growing more 
rapidly than its numbers. 
So that, 
as the report says: 
“ A native-born 
Japanese elem ent may be added to 
the electorate very rapidly after a 
com paratively short period, and it 
the Japanese born in 
the islands 
become a 
perm anent 
population, 
eager to claim 
its ciizenship, 
the 
fear of future political domination 
by a single nationality will become 
a rea lity .” 
Unrestricted 
im m irgation 
from 
Japan, with 
naturalization, would 
surely bring this crisis upon C ali­ 
fornia in a com paratively short time. 
There has arisen wide dem and'tbat 
the product ot California quarries he 
used in the construction ot govern­ 
ment buildings in California. 
That 
we have building m aterial of first 
quality, and in abundance, is well 
known, and that 
marble, granite, 
sandstone or other m aterial should 
be brought from other states to erect

m atter was placed before the secretary 
of the interior, who states that the 
director ot the geological survey has 
referred the m atter to the supervis­ 
ing engineer in charge ot the pro­ 
ject, with directions to report. 
As this letter is being sent out it is 
learned that Mr John Pailey Stewart, 
departm ent of agriculture expert in 
tobacco raising, will start for C ali­ 
fornia tonight on 
his mission 
connection with tobacco raising 
California. 
Mr Stewart has for many 
years given tobacco culture in the 
C onneticut valley very close stuay. 
and is thoroughly fam iliar with ail 
methods of cultivation, soils, curing, 
etc. 
He is deeply interested in his 
new work in California, and hopes to 
be able to'dem onstrate the ability of 
the state to produce tobacco of first 
quality.

Amador’s Mineral Outlook. 
While there is little activity in pro­ 
specting operations along the mother 
lode of this county, the mining out­ 
look is very favorable. It would be 
pleasing to note more energy in the 
development ot new mines. The lack 
in this direqti^n is no doubt due to 
the more gmte'ring, and probably 
more fleeting camps of Nevada. 
Capital is attiaoted thusward for a 
time, to the neglect of the sturdy 
gold bearing lode here, that has been 
yielding up its wealth tor over 50 
years, aDd shows no sigo of exhaus­ 
tion. Rut in gpite of the lull in pro- 
spectiug, our mining outlook was 
never more favorable than at the 
present time. Every operating mine 
on the lode, from t the Zeila to the 
Fremont is doing well. In several of 
them a decided improvement has 
occurred during the past year. The 
Kennedy—the heaviest employer ot 
labor in the county—is taking out 
pay ore from a depth ot 3000 feet, a 
point never heretofore reached in 
gold mining in the United States, and 
the fact that the ore body is louud at 
such great depth in quantity and 
quality practically unimpaired augurs 
well lor the future of this section. 
It. must exert a most salutary effect 
upon the miniDg business. 
Tears 
ago, it was th.ought the [existence of 
pay rock below 1000 feet was a doubt­ 
ful problem. . ^ o w several mines are 
milling ore and paying dividends 
from the same, coming from over 
twice that dejtth, and the Kennedy 
hoidiDg Out the promise that gold 
will be foond far beyond their deep­ 
est present working. The Argonaut, 
Oneida and Central Eureka are over 
2,000 feet in depth, and in ore. The 
Bunker Hill and Fremont, in the 
north end of the lode are yielding 
enough to pay a handsome proflt over 
expenses. 
The Ledger believes that 
the reward of gold mining, should 
not be gauged according to the profits 
realized in the ordinary avenues ot 
business. Mining—and more, partic­ 
ularly gold mining—is a riskv under­ 
taking from a financial standpoint. 
There are, and always will be far 
more blanks than prizes drawn in this 
lottery. 
Take the history ot gold 
mining from the earliest days, and it 
may be said that in every field every 
ounce of gold has cost more than its 
value to extract it. By this we mean, 
that considering the money spent on 
unproductive claims, as well as pro­ 
ductive mines, there has been more 
spent in labor in gold mining than 
the gold taken out of the earth is 
worth. A few prizes are magnificent 
in their generous output to the fortu­ 
nate owners, but the number and 
amount of loss by the unfortunate 
seekers after hidden treasures, far 
more than offset the gains made by 
the fortunate few. 
For this reason 
the gold miner is deserving ot all he 
can tnbke out of this precarious field 
of industry. 
Jt is urged that the 
risks in gold mining are not greater 
than in otier avenues of business. 
We very mtich doubt that assertion. 
They are far greater, but the promise 
or reward is also proportionately 
greater. It it were not so, capital 
would be induced to withdraw fro'm 
this industry,. ^jid seek investment 
in safer channels. 
Bo that when a 
man succeeds iu piling up millions 
in gold mining, it is not iu order to 
denounce t film,, but rather con­ 
gratulate him on his good fortune, 
io talk of a ten or twelve per cent 
proflt on the- investment on produc­ 
ing gold mines is the rankest absurd­ 
ity. 
The merchant or small trades­ 
man is expected to make more than 
that, and he takes comparatively no 
risk. 
To seek to reduce the business 
of mining to any such plane would, 
if pressed to its ultimatum, inevit­ 
ably kill the industry.

A Weak Position. 
Jerome A. Hart, a republican editor 
of much experience, sold the San 
Uranoisco Argonaut, aud retired from 
the newspaper Held.

earth. It is not only the privilege, 
but the solemn duty of the republican 
pross to speak out and protest egamst 
any usurpation of authority by party 
managers or representatives. 
Only 
by so doing can the party be kept 
true to its principles aud its glorious 
past. 
There always has been and always 
will be, a wide divergence of opin­ 
ions on subordinate questions within 
the ranks of the republican party.

A startling featuie of this 
oflioiai notice is that the successful 
bidder is required to furnish a copy 
of the paper free to each official ol 
the city government—nine persons iu 
all. 
Maybe, the full impoit of such 
a provision never dawned upon the 
city fathers when they passed up such 
a resolution to public print. 
We 
refrain ^ from .extended comment at 
this time. The hoard will have an 
opportunity before next issue to 
withdraw this peculiar phase ot busi­ 
ness. But inasmuch, as the notice 
has been thus scattered broadcast 
through these columns, we deem it 
in justice to ourself to say that we 
absolutely decline to be made a party 
to impose upon the city taxpayers in 
the manner proposed. 
At a rough 
estimata, the city printing, under the 
past year’s contract, has amounted to 
about 8100. 
Estimating the same 
amount for the coming year—nine 
free subscription as a joinder, would 
either mean an increase of 25 per 
cent in the amount ot the bid, or a 
trade concession to that extent to 
the officials named. 
We do not 
believe the officials want any such 
favors; and for our part, we absolute­ 
ly refuse to be governed by such a 
condition. Perhaps, that was the pur­ 
pose of the condition. 
A brother 
journalist, too, joined in the passage 
of this amazing resolution. 
Congressman W. F. Englebright of 
the first district has been appointed a 
member of the impoitant committee 
on mines and miDing. This is a very 
important position for this district, 
and will put him in the way of doing 
good service for the mining inteiests 
of California.

Mrs Le Doux Interviewed. 
Stockton Independent. 
Mrs Euiun Le Doux, convicted ot 
the murder of Albert N. McVicar ot 
Jamestown, aud sentenced to death, 
was interviewed for the second time 
yesterday by an ludepeudent repoiter. 
it was at the earnest solicitation of 
sheriff Sibley that several representa­ 
tives of the local pres3 interviewed the 
meek, mild, calm woman. 
Humor 
was current toi some weeks that she 
has been mistreated. This particular­ 
ly angered Sheriff Sibley, and he 
courted an investigation. 
Mrs Ire Doúx was presented to the 
members of the press shortly after 
their arrival at the jail reception 
room. , She stood without a railing 
and quietly snrvoyed her small audi­ 
ence, remaining quite still until sheriff 
Sibley offered an introduction to the 
reporters of the afternoon papers, who 
had never before talked with the 
woman. 
She shook hands with all 
present, with the exception, possibly, 
of Dr. E. A. Arthur, who was a mem­ 
ber of the party. At the invitation of 
the sheriff, Mrs Le Doux stepped in­ 
side the railing and took her seat 
amongst the small gioup of reporters. 
There was no paíüful silence, for 
Mrs Le Doux at once informed her 
auditors that she had never been mis­ 
treated, and that it was much of a 
surprise to learn that people could be 
so uncharitable to her. 
It tfas con­ 
ceded by all—it was the consensus of 
opinion that all rumors were based 
upon fabrication, in an effort, no 
doubt, to work harm upon those 
daily attending the woman. 
Mrs Le 
Doux, however, took the matter quite 
lightly, aud with the same coolDess 
that distinguished her past career, 
met aud answered every searching 
question propounded to her. 
When asked it she still lived in 
hope of her life being saved trom the 
gallow», she assumed a jaunty air 
and said: “ Why, 4 never worry—of 
course I have hopes—while there is 
life there is hope.” She entered into 
a general conversation with her 
auditors and attempted to impress 
upon them the fact that she had beeD 
treated with greatest respect by all 
the officials. 
Neither did she want 
anyone, official or other person, to 
believe that she worried over her mis­ 
fortune—the sentenoe of death. 
She 
said she was satisfied, she looked the 
psrt and acted it well.. 
Imprisonment has improved the ap­ 
pearance of Mrs Le Doux. She is not 
the thin, puny, sallow woman of last 
March aud August. 
She is robust 
aud many pounds heavier; tiuy wrin­ 
kles have fled, color, real normal 
oolor, predominates iu every feature. 
A wedding ring upon the fingor and a 
small gold croBS bolding a golden 
image was the only jewelry that be­ 
decked her person. She was neat, in 
tact, richly attired, but withal there 
was a peculiar something which im­ 
pressed a person with the faot that 
she was convicted and condemned— 
that she was still just plain Emma 
Le Doux. 
The Stockton Becord says that the 
sheriff decided to allow the repre­ 
sentative of the press to interview the 
condemned woman iu her cell for the 
purpose of setting at rest scandalous 
reports that were in circulation in 
regard to Mrs Le Doux. 
tt is said 
there is no foundation whatever for 
the scandal. The first tumors that 
the condemned woman was enceinte 
gained circulation about three months 
ago. The reports furnished fuel for 
gossiping tongues for several weeks 
and finally gained some attention at 
the bands of the newspapers. 
Ke- 
cently, however, the rumors were 
revived aud this time they took the 
form of a report that a ohild had 
been boin in the cell ot Mrs Le 
Doux. 
The rumors were persistent. 
Wheie formerly the reports were talk­ 
ed chiefly among the women folk, 
they now reached the notice and 
attention of the sterner sex. 
The 
story gained in detail with repetition. 
Iu the mouths of some, the story was 
told with embellishments that oast 
slanderous insinuations. The reports 
caused Sheriff Sibley and his deputies 
and the attorneys in the celebrated 
case considerable aunoyance. Finally 
Sheriff Sibley decided to call in ie- 
presentatives of the local press to 
interview Mrs Le Doux and set the 
troublesome rumors at rest.

Does auy one know that cuttlefish 
nre cultivated on farms to be milked? 
These cuttlefish farms are located on 
the coasts of Great Britain, and the 
cuttlefish are kept in tanks or ponds 
to be milked of their ink. The pond or 
tank Is connected with the sea by a 
pipe, and a thousand or more cuttles 
are kept in a single one. 
They form a most curious sight as 
they move about, trailing their long 
arms and staring out of their bulging 
eyes. 
They are guarded by screens 
which prevent them from being scared, 
for if they are suddenly frightened 
they will squirt their milk into the 
water, and it would therefore be lost. 
This fluid or milk Is very valuable, 
anel a cuttle will yield about ?3 worth 
a ¿ear. It is secreted In a bag which 
can be opened and closed at will, the 
cuttle ejecting the fluid to darken the 
water so that It may escape unseen 
when attacked. 
The best cuttlefish are procured In 
Chinn, where for some reason or other 
they produce the best quality of milk. 
When the farmer considers It oppor­ 
tune to milk the cuttles he proceeds by 
opening the sluices of the pond and 
gently agitating the water. The cut­ 
tles then swim around the pond, and 
as soon as one passes through the 
sluice Is closed. 
The cuttle passes 
down a small channel Into a basin or 
metal receptacle, and as soou ns It Is 
securely there the w ater Is drained off. 
It is then frighteued and at once 
squirts the fluid from the bag. When 
It Is exhausted it is lifted out, the milk 
is collected and the basin prepared for 
another.

I t W a s M a d e In 1 5 7 2 a n d W a s W o r k ­ 
e d b y a C o lle d S p r in g . 
“The 
first 
automobile,” 
said 
the 
chauffeur, “was made by Johann Hau- 
stack <jf Nuremberg In 1572. Its mo­ 
tive power was neither oil, steam nor 
electricity, but a coiled spring. 
“The first steam automobile^vas built 
In France by Cugnot in 1770w t is still 
to be seen. It Is oue of the star exhib­ 
its of the Conservatoire des Arts et 
Metiers In Paris. Steam carriages mod­ 
eled after it were built by William 
Murdoch, James W att, Nathan Read 
and Itlcbard Trevethiek. 
These are, 
most of them, In museums in London 
and Birmingham. 
“Several steam carriages plied for 
hire on the streets of London at the 
beginning of the nineteenth century, 
but they were so slow, noisy and heavy 
that the people did not take to them. 
“The first modern automobile was 
built by Amadee Bollec iu 1873. Bollec 
exhibited his car iu Vienna aud In 
Paris, and other men, as is always the 
case, devised improvements on it. Au­ 
tomobiles, by about 1S90, began to ap­ 
pear In the jokes of the day. They had 
taken their place. But it was not until 
the annual cup races began in France 
In 1894 that the automobile became a 
really popular Institution.”—New Or­ 
leans Tiines-Democrat.

“When the banks ship gold across 
the Atlantic,” said a banker, “they pre­ 
fer to ship it iu bars rather than in 
coin. It loses less that way.” 
“It loses less?” 
“Yes, sir. If $1,000,000 iu gold coins 
is shipped across the sea It is only 
$999,800 on Its arrival. It loses from 
twelve to fifteen ounces, about $200, 
through abrasion, through knocking 
about with the motiou of the waves. 
The sea makes gold lose weight, you 
see, the same as it does humau beings 
Gold bars lose less. In fine weather 
they will only lose about $100 to each 
milliou. In the ugliest weather they 
don’t lose over $150, whereas iu like 
conditions gold coins have been known 
to lose $300. As gold shipments of $10.­ 
000,000 often occur, to make these ship­ 
ments in gold bars instead of gold coin 
is a saving of $1,000 or more. It Is odd 
to think when you cross iu oue of those 
gold laden ships that every wave that 
hits the boat clips off 10 to 15 cents 
from its golden cargo.”—Philadelphia 
Bulletin.
